ELECTION  RESULTS. 

The  proposed  by-laws  amendment  to  increase  the  number  of  directors  to 
seven  has  been  voted  on,  and  in  a  veritable  landslide,  resoundingly 
approved.  From  the  190  North  American  Chapter  members,  144  votes  were  cast, 
resulting  in  143  "yeas"  and  one  "nay,"  and  frcm  the  76  European  Chapter 
members,  41  votes  were  cast,  resulting  in  40  "yeas"  and  one  "nay."  Acting 
on  this  mandate,  the  five  elected  directors  appointed  Gary  Batz  of  Toronto, 
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Canada,  as  a  director  to  fill  the  North  American  vacancy,  and  are 
deliberating  among  several  candidates  to  fill  the  European  vacancy.  Please 
note  the  first  inside  page  of  EQM  No.  2,  enclosed,  in  which  directors  as 
well  as  officers  for  1986-88  are  listed.  In  all  likelihood,  the  one 
remaining  vacancy  will  be  filled  shortly  and  that  director's  name  added  to 
the  list,  thus  completing  the  complement  of  seven.  As  everyone  seems  to 
agree,  this  action  taken  by  our  members  to  provide  a  larger  and  more 
balanced  directorship  bodes  well  for  the  future  well-being  of  our  society. 

GARY  BATZ ,  FRONT  AND  CENTER. 

As  our  sixth  and  newest  director,  Gary's  credentials  are  impressive.  In 
addition  to  his  being  an  ISASC  member  for  three  years,  he  holds  membership 
in  the  Netherlands  VVMG  (Society  of  Weights  and  Measures  Collectors)  and  the 
Societe*  Metrique  de  France.  In  1985,  he  toured  25  cities  and  towns  in 
Europe,  expressly  to  study  collections  of  coin  scales.  Gary's  second  hobby 
is  coins,  and  he's  a  member  of  both  the  American  Numismatic  Society  and  the 
American  Numismatic  Association.  In  the  workaday  world,  he's  a  chartered 
accountant  specializing  in  taxation.
